'Theenemy were 
armed with matchloeks, bows and kookerais. 
The conduet of the officers engaged in this 
affair is spoken of with admiration. Where

The Commander of the Forces publishes 
for the information of the army, extract 
from a report received this day from major 
Hook, commanding the Ist division, detail 
ing a well planned enterprise. 

Fhe lieutenant general cordially concurs 
in the approbation so justly bestowed by 
major Hook, on the Officers and troops 
concerned. 

Extract of a letter from major Hook, ad. 
dressed to the Deputy Adjutant General, 
dated Gannethene, 3lst January, 1815, 6 
A. M. 

“1 have to request you will do methe 
honor to submit for the information of His 
Excellency, the following statemeut which 
has called for my highest approbation, for 
the promptitude and zeal with which the 
whole was executed. 

“€ Having received information that a post 
at tbe distance of two miles, wa$ comimanded 
by three men of rauk, iu the Kandia@ service, 
Î determined at 11 o’clock P. M. to surprise 
them. 

$£ [ made known my plan to captain Par. 
ker and lieutenant Reed; I selected 20 men 
from the Ist Ceylon, and an equal number 
from the 2d, equipped ín the lightest man 
ner; and on the rising of the moon last night 
this party marched on the right bank of the 
Hingolle Oye, with that secrecy which com. 
pletely enabled them to succeed in surprising 
the whole. 

<< Thirty were instantly put to the bay- 
onet, only three prisoners brought in with

JUBILEE Falk CONCLUDED. 

The petition dispatched by the members 
of Jubilee Fair to the office of the Secretary 
of State, not having produced any termt- 
nation in their favour, General Townshend 
and his corps of boty guards, proceeded to 
the scene ot action yesterday morning for 
the purpose of at once dislodging the foreus 
which had taken possession of the Park.

carried on without either ceremony or 
‘delicacy.

all the apparatus of a-milliner’s warehouse 
was exhibited in equal disorder. In the 
provision department, too, as little good 
order prevailed ;

The 18h, 
corps could not therefore derive any thing 
from this contribution, the collection of 
which had, moreover, been, rendered 
im possible, by the flight of (he inhabitants, 
most heavily assessed. In order to meet 
the necessities of the case, L wished at 
first to. make use of the powers committed. 
to me by the Emperor ; and, in conformity 
with his orders of the 1%hof June, 
imposed, additional centimes upon the 
three departments of the 52d military di- 


vision, but I soon found that there was no 


return. - Our situation became every day 
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more difficult, and the Minister of the 
Treasury, by ordering all the Receivers 
to seud their collections to Wescl, threw 
us into fresh embarrassments, by putting us 
enilrely upon our own means. 

“ ‘Phe Count De Chaban, who at this 
time furnished me with a statement of the 
apystcable funds in pursuance of a request 
et mine, for the purpose of enabling me 
to juge of our situation, made me observe 
that he knew not how any longer to meet 
the expenditure —that he had exhausted 
every resource—borrowed even upon every 
particular branch of revenue, of customs 
amd consolidated duties (droits reunis)J— 
ihat every branch of service was in a state 
of starvalion—and that things went on 
only by a kind of magic. Istated to M, 
De Chabun, in answer, that the interest of 
the army, at a monent when we were 
entirely separated from France and from 
the Emperor Napoleon, required prompt 
mctsures—that in such a crisis we should 
be culipable, if in a town like Hambergh, 
(re waat of funds impeded the service, 
where the Bank presented great resources, 
and the only possible means ot saving 
(he army. 

‘4 The Deeree of the 16th of June, and 
the ex planatory letter, bad fixed the mode 
ef payment of tbe war contribution as fol- 
lows:—50 sniiltons in ready money; 10 
milltons in paper securities on the town of 
Havsburgh ; and 10 millions in goods and 
supplies of all descriptions. Ot the 50 
millions ready money ten were tu be sent 
to Dresden, tor the payment of the grand 
army: and 29 millions were to be paid in 
drafts on (he Bank of Hamburgh, pir yable 
at tlie rate of two millions per month, from 
the Ist of October, 1813, tothe Ist of 
August, 1814. These drafts might be con- 
sidered as assignments upon the Bank of 
Hamburgh, but us nothing short of absolute 
necessity could justify such a measuse, ] 
called upon Count De Chbaban for a state- 
ment of our expenees and vur wants. 
According to thereport by M. De Chaban, 
and authenticated by my Decree of the 13th 
of December, the arrears of expences from 
the Ist of July, 1814, and the sum wanted 
for the month of November, amounted to 
12,512,664 francs. The enormity of this 
sum and (he further necessity of provide 
ing for the expences of the Artillery and 
Engineer Department, and the Hospitals, 
did not pernut me to hesitate longer, and 
by my Decreeof the 2d of Novenrber, Î 
ordered the scquestration of the property 
of the Bank, to answer for 48 millions duce 
from the town. 


“* ] made another effort to avoid this 
painful measure, by apprizing the mer- 
chants, throngh the Commisstoiners, that 
E was ordered to put seals on the Bank, 
that this measure would not be carried 
into effect, if they would’ engage to furnish 
monthly thesums necessary for the ex- 
pences of the army. After a lapse of five 
days, two of the Commissioners, M. De 
Chaban and Count Hogerdorp, informed 
me, that the merchauts were resolved not 
to take any engagement upon them, and 
that no resource remained but to take 
possession of the Bank. It wasthus, that 
after exhausting all other means, ard using 
every effort with the merchants to enable 
them to preserve the Bank, their non-com- 
plitnce, and the necessity of the case, 
compelled me to go on. I gave to my 
Government an account of the proceeding 
and its motives. The Cominissioners who 
fiade the scizure were men of rank and 
known character. “They made regular 
rainutes of every thing ; the amount of pro- 
perty in the Bank, and the branches of ex- 
penditureto which it was applied, were care= 
fully recorded. The seivices to which 
those funds were applied consisted of the 
hospital department, subsistence and pay 
of the French troops and of the civil 


… department— works which have contributed 


to preserve 25,000 men to the country. To 
insure the regularity of the’ application 
of the money, I gave orders that under 
the superintendance of M. Chaban, all 
the usual forms enjoined by the Treasury 
should be observed, reserving to myself 
the right of opening credits, according to 
to (he demands made. All the payments 
made at flamburgh may be considered as 
made in the Tame and on the account of 
the Government ; and it is for the Com- 
missiners of Fitrance, who succeeded M. 
Chaban, to account for the employinent 
of the funds seized in the Bank. Measures 
were taken to convert the bullion into the 
coin of the country, which was done in the 
most intelligent manner, and with the ut- 
most probity. The Commissioners, wlien- 
ever your Majesty shall call on them 
can give an account of their administration, 
When [was under the necessity of seizing 
on the Bank of Hamburgh, the debt due, 
including the month of November, ex- 
ceeded 12 millions 5 and when f was supers 
seded tn my command by the General of 
Division, Count Gerard, a part of the 
artears was paid. 1 had met all the exa 
pences of tte artillery and engineers; the 
pay was assigned to the Ist of June; and 
lieft in the military chest of the army 
1,718,251 francs, which continued to be 
applied to thesameuse. Thissummary will 
give your Majesty an idea of the economy 
with which the ernployment of about 13 
millions found in the Bank was regulated, 
deducting the sums belonging to the King 
of Denmark, and the charitable institu- 
tions of the town, which were refunded by 
my orders."

The Earl of Harrowby has arrived with- 
in these tew days at Paris, and had yestere 
day a private audience of his Majesty 
Louis XVIII English Gentlemen con- 
tinue to enjoy some privileges and courte- 
sies, with which no other foreigners, nor 
the French themselves, are indulged :— 
that of adsnission to the Chapeland other 
apartments of (he royal residence at the 
‘Fhuillerics without tickets, ís not the least 
interesting nor pleasing. Our contrymen 
swarm through the streets and in the ho- 
tels at Paris; but it does nor appear that 
many of them find it convenient to pitch 
upon the capital or its vicinity for a resi- 
dence. In truth, with respect to several 
of tie most essential articies for a family, 
Paris is not many degrees befrind London 
in expense. House rent and firing es- 
pecially, with the whole list of grocerics, 
are quite exorbitant. Ove may judze the 
cost of fire-wood in the French metropolis, 
from the fact, (hat numbers of people are 
forced to overcome their habitnal disgast 
to the smell of coal, and to burn what 
comes in canal b.rges from Flanders, in 
consequence of finding it so much cheaper 
than wood, though by such a circuitous 
and laborious conveyance. Job horses and 
Carriages are to the full as dear; 700 
trancs (23 guincas) per month, being the 
ordinary price of a good coach and horses. 
Add to this the extra pillage to which 
strangers are every where exposed, and 
the notion of coming to Paris tor economy 
will be considered nearly as delusive as 
that of finding it, in the present condition 
of socicty, a school of clegance and po- 
liteness. 


A courier arrived this morning to the 
Britisb Ambassador from Vienna: the 
news of course has not transpired, nor is 
there tbe least idea, that for several months 
to come, the complicated interests to be 
confided to the Congress will have so far 
approached towards a satisfactory settle- 
ment as to make (hem a ft subject of com- 
munication to the public. One thing is 
reckoned on as perfectly certain here, viz. 
that all attempts on the part of Great Bri- 
tain to meddle with the French adminis- 


administrations, and the continuance of tration of their colonies, under colour of 


the works of the artillery aud engineer 


benevolent feeling towards the uegrocs, 


will be met with the most peremptory op- 
position on the part of France, and per- 
haps converted by individuals, both in and 
out of office, into a means of renewing the 
bitterest animosity of the French people 
towards England, and of laying the foui- 
dation for a close and iummediate alliance 
between France and another country, with 
which she feels not only a common interest 
in the maintenance ot the Slave Trade, 
but a common jealousy of English pre- 
ponderance, and a desire to establish cer- 
tain maritime principles utterly subversive 
both of British power and independence.

The affairs of Mina and his partisans is 
terminated; the chicfs of the enterprise 
have disappeared aud quitted Spain.

Stopped short in his enter= 
prise by the resistance of those on whose 
co-operation he depended, he immedi- 
atdly fed, and has probably sought an 
asylum in France, where this pretended 
hero, destitute of all knowledge of the 
language and customs of the country, will 
not excite very exalted ideas of his ca« 
pacity.

The subalterns are mostly 
Buonapartists, and in their several depart- 
ments excite discontent and confusion as 
much as they can. The old Archbishop 
of Rheims compares General Desolles and 
Maison to the two magnificent pillars that 
support his saloon. . In fact, they are 
at this moment the two frmest pillars of 
the empire and the dynasty.

Head.Quarters, Plattsburg, Sept. 14. 

The Governor-Generat of the Canadas, and 
Commander in Chief of the British forces in 
North America, having invaded the territories 
of the United States, with theavowed purpose of 
Conquering the country as far as Crown Point 
and Ticonderoga, there to wiater his forces 
with a view to further conquest, brought with 
him a powerful army and Botilla. Au army 
amounting to 14,000 men, completely equip- 
ped, and accumpanied by a numerous train of 
artillery, and all the engines of warmen 
tho had conquered in France, Spain, Portus 
gal, the Indies, and in other parts of the 
globe, and led by the most distinguished ge. 
merals in the’ British army. A flotilla also 
Superior to our’s in vessels, men, and guns, 
had determined at once tu crush us both by 
Jand and water. _ . 

The Governor-General, after boasting of 
what he would do, and endeavouring to dis- 
suade the loyal inhabitants of the United 
States from their allegiance, bj the threats 
and promises, as set forth in his proclama. 
tion and order, fixed his head. quarters at the 
village of Champlain, to organize his army 
and to settle the government of his intended 
conquest. On the second day of the month, 
he marched from Champlain ; and on the 5th, 
appeared before the village of Plattsburgh 
with his whole army; and on the 11th, the 
day fised for the general attack, the fotilla 
arrived. 

The enemy’s fiotilla at eight in the morning 
passed Cumberland Head, and at nine engag- 
ed our fotilla at anchor in the bay of the 
town, fully confident of crushing in an instant 
the whole of our naval force ; but the gallant 
Commodore Macdonough, in the short space 
of two hours, obliged the large vessels to 
strike their colours, while the gallies saved 
themselves by flight. ‘This glorious achieve. 
ment was in full view of the several Forts, 
and the American forces had the satisfaction 
of witnessing the victory. The British army 
was also so posted on the surrounding heights, 
that it could not but behold the interesting 
struggle for duminion on the Lake. At the 
‚game hour the fleets engaged, the enemy open. 
ed his batteries on our forts, throwing huu. 
dreds of shells, balls and rockets, and at. 
tempted at the same time to cross the Saranac 
at three different points to assault the works. 
At theupper fort he was mct by the militia and 
volunteers, and after repeated attempts was 
driven back with considerable loss in killed, 
wounded and prisoners. Atthe bridge near 
the village he was repulsed by the picquetsand 
brave rifemen under Captain Grovenor, and 
Lieutenants Hamilton and Riley, and at the 
bridge in tovn he was fuiled by the guards, 
block.houses, and the artillery of the forts. 
The enemy’s fire was returned with effect from 
our batteries, and by sun-set we had the satis. 
faction to silence seven batteries which he had 
erected, and to see his column retiring to their 
camp beyond the reach of our guns. 

Thus beaten by land and water, the Gov. 
ernor General withdrew his artillery and rais. 
ed the siege. At nine atnight,sent off his 
heavy baggage, and under cover of the dark. 
ness retreated with his whole army towards 
Canada, leaving his wodnded on the feld and 
a vast quantity of bread, flour, and beef, which 
hé had not time to destroyed, besides a quan. 
tity of bomb.shells, shot, flints, and aarmuui. 


tion of all kinds, which remained at the bat. 
teries, and lay concealed in the ponds and 
rivers. As soon as his retreat was discovered, 
the light troops, volunteers, and militia, were 
ordered in pursuit, and followed as far as 
Chazy, capturing several dragoens and sol. 
diers, besides covering the escape of hun. 
dreds of deserters, who still continue to be 
coming in. A violent storm, and continued 
fall of rain, prevented the brave volunteers 
and militia from further persuit, 

Thus have the attempts of the invader been 
frustrated by a regular force of only fifteen 
hundred men a brave and active body of mili- 
tia of the State of New York, uader General 
Movers, and volunteers of the respectable 
and patriotic citizens of Vermont, led by 
General Strong, and other Gentlemen of dis- 
tinction 5 the whole not excecding 2500 men. 

The British forces being now either exe 
pelled or captured, the services of the voluue 
teers and militia may be dispensed with. 

General Macombe cannot, however, permit 
the militia of New York and the volunteers 
of Vermont to depart without “carrying with 
them the the high sense he eutertains for their 
merits, ‘The zeal with which they came fore 
ward in the defence of their couutry when the 
signal of danger wás given by the General, 
reflects the highest lustre on their patriuvtism 
and spirit ; their conduct in the field has correse 
ponded with the laudabie motives which led 
them intoit, They have deserved the esteem 
of their fellow-citizens, and the warm appro= 
bation of their commanders. They. have 
exemplifed how speedily American citizens 
can be prepared to meet the enemies of their 
cuuntry. 

In testifying his sense of the merits of the 
troops, the General cannot but express his 
Sorrow and regret for the the loss of some 
brave and virtuous citizens, and for those 
who have been wounded. The loss, no doubt, 
will be keenly felt by their friends and coun- 
trymen, but at thesame time will be borne with 
that fortitude and resignation which beevme 
good citizens and good Christiaus, ‘The atfec- 
tion of the General will accompany his brave 
associates in arms, wheresoever they go3 nur 
will any thing give more pleasure than vppore 
tunities of testifying to them individually by 
actions as well as words the high regard he 
cherishes for them, ‘The General, in the name 
of the United States, thanks the Volunteers 
and the Militia for their distinguished services, 
and wishes them a happy return to their 
families and Friends.

COPY OF A LETTER FROM SIR GEORGE PREVOST TO 
LIEUTENANT-GENERAL DRUMMOND, 


Head.quarters, Montreal, August 26. 

Dear Stirk have the honour to ack- 
nowlelge the receipt of your official letters 
of the 15th and 16th, with their enclosures, 
and a private one of the 17tbinstant, 

IE do most deeply regret the sequcl of the 
gallant enterprize which put: into your 
possessioan two of the enemy’s schuoners. 
You appear to have been induced to preeipitate 
the attack of Kort Eric by a desire to reap the 
full benefit of the spirit of emulation produced 
by that daring achievement If the object 
hid been accomplished, a scrutiny of the 
operations to attain it would have been 
equally excited; and it is not in reproach 
of its failure that [ obserre to you,-that 
night attacks made with heavy troops are 
in my opinion very objectionable, principally 
because chance, and not skill, tou frequently 
decide the contest, and that at night dificul. 
ties and dangers are ever magnified, particu- 
larly when they present themselves unexpecte 
ed, aud in the latter case the best disciplined 
Curps are placed only on a level with raw 
and uniformed soldiers. 

It is to he inferred from Lieutenant.Colo- 
nel Fisher’s reportand your statement, that 
the right column was not sufficientty prepared 
for the obstacles it had to surmount in attains 
ing the point of the attack, otherwise neither 
hesitation nor consternation would have re. 
sulted when they presented themselves, L must 
acknowledge that L fcel apprekensive you have 
rather yielded to than approved the eugerness 
of the right division to increase its fame before 
you were suficiently prepared and suffciently 
strong. Your skill and excellent judgment 
will profit by ex„erience in your future opc. 
rations, by guarding you against public opi- 
nion, however clamorous, when it would sa. 
erifice your well.earaed reputation, and the 
honvur andsafety of the army placed under 
your command. 

I sincerely hope the candour with which 
Ï have discloscd my sentiments on your last 
operation will be to you their best apology, 
They flow from a source uupolluted by any 
invidious feelings. 

The 73th is ordered to Kingston, from 
whence General Stovin is desired to send on 
the 97th or any other corps you may have 
demanded. Major-General Kempt with the 
remainder of the reserve will soon follow. 
My views in sending that officer to Kingston 
will be developed to you by the Adjutant.

Headquarters, Montreal, August 26, 

Sir, —l am command by his Excellency the 
Commander of the forces to inform you, the 
37th regiment will commence its march to- 
morrow morning for Kingston ; on which 
point it is his Excetleucy’s intention to direct 
the other corps composing the brigade under 
orders of Major.General Kempt. 

If the naval equipment is in that state of 
forwardness to sanction the undertaking the 
attacking, or siege of Sackett’s Harbour, in 
which the squadron must be prepared fully 
to co-operate before the advanced state of the 
season renders such an operation hazardous 
aud difficult, it is his Excellency’s wish to 
avail himself ‘of the local information and ta. 
lars of Major.General Kempt, by employ» 
ing him as thesenior Major.General on that 
Service, aud with that view his Exceliency 


would approve Major.General Stovin’s pro. 
ceeding to the Right Division, when relieved, 
and leaving to General Kenipt to make the 
necessary preparatory arrangements for this 
arduous and important service; 

Should it, however, as his Exzcellency is 
apprehensive, prove to be the case, that the 
delay in the naval. preparations may frustrate 
his views on Sackett’s Harbour, he stilltrusst 
our squadron will be able to take the Lake 
with a superiority that will enable him com. 
pletely to rclieve all the wants of the right 
division, and not. only to secure effectually 
our own frontier, but to scour that of the 
enemy, destroying his depôts and means of 
annoyance, and on this service he would pro- 
pose to employ the force to be collected at 
Kingston.

Dear Sir— Major Coore has this moment 

delivered to me your letter of te 16th. E 
view with pain the agony of mind you expe. 
rience from the unfortunate termination of 
the night attack you had been induced to 
make on the 15th, and would gladly saoth 
your feelings on the occasion, by any thing 
I could offer in addition to the sentiment you 
will find expressed ina letter L addressed to. 
you this morning ; butall F have heard since 
has confirmed my prejudices to highly ima 
portant operations being performed in the 
dark. 
„Too much was required from De Watte. 
villes regiment, so situated, and deprived as 
Yam told they were, of their flints. The ata 
tempt has proved a costly experiment, and its. 
result will be severely felt. As you have fix 
ed on the 90th, orders shall be given for that 
regunent to proceed to you without delay 5 
l had intended tae 97th for that service, as 
being men of a hardier deseription,- but the 
numbers of the 90th will probably make them 
equally useful to you. When this regiment, 
together with the 6ih aud 82d, shall have 
Joined, you will, F have no doabt, be enabled 
to cfface the recollectian of your late disas, 
ters, and to effect the expulsion of the enemy 
from the Province. The information brought 
o me by Major Coore, of the state of fore 
warduess of the marine preparations at Kingse 
ton, is not Hatteriug to my expectation of 
regaining the naval ascendancy on Luke One 
tario in time for ulterior operations during 
the season. 

They do net even promise to be so far ade 
vanced as to enabled the squadron to afford 
relief to the right division by the transport of 
troops, stores, and provisions before the bee 
ginning of October. Vacillating communicae 
tions on the subject which I have received 
from sir James Yeo, are calculated to con. 
firm Major Coore’s Resort; tt is therefare a 
matter of serious consideratioa how the right” 
division is to be fed, without restoring to ex= 
traordinary measures. 

‘After correctly ascertaïining the extent of 
your resources for that object, you will con= 
sider the subject well and propose what you. 
think wilt procere the required relief-— in 
affording it, you may rely upon the incessant. 
exerlions of every department of the ariny 
to perform whatever is practicable. In allot. 
ing Major-General Kempt to the command’ 
at Kingston, Ï have given you an able assis. 
tant in an officer of excellent judgment and 
much experience.
